Sound In a Fog. 


It ha* often been noticed that on 


wet and foggy days sounds nrc heard 
nt a greiter distance than on clear, 
fine days. 
It was Tymlall who ex- 


plained 1 he rei son for this. 
He no- 


ticed that the distance at which the 
sounds of foghorns, whistles and shots 
could be Jiciifil ,-nrled from day to day 
from two to tvt Give miles. The cause 
of this difference is found in tile de- 
gree of homogeneity of the nlr. On a 
foggy or snow, day the air may be 
perfectly 
homoiseneous; -this permits 


sound to travel n great distance. In 
clear weather tlie air may be composed 
of vertical Inyt rs of differing consist- 
ency, and the sound waves are re- 
flected from tin surfaces of the layers. 
Probably they are also refracted In 
passing through the several layer*. 
Currents of warm ascending air form 
In one place ai d currents of cold de- 
scending air foi in In others. Thus tbe 
atmosphere mav be very transparent 
optically and vi ry opaque acoustically.
